Pandem onium broke loose in Palm Springs Thursday m orning 
w h en word w as received here from Warren Pinney in Los A ngeles 
that he had heard m embers of the Riverside county board of super­ 
visors w ere enrouie to Sacarmento to bring pressure on Governor 
O lson to veto Senate B ill 1052 creating the Palm Springs W inter 
Parks A uthority, the much discussed tram way measure. 
No con­ 
firm ation of th e report has been found. 


SEND TELEGRAM 


Immediately Francis Crocker, 
Culver Nichols, Warren Pinney 
and other big guns swung into ac­ 
tion. The wires fairly buzzed as 
they began phoning friends of 
the tramway in Palm Springs and 
all parts of the county 
asking 
them to telegraph the Governor 
of the state to support the tram ­ 
way bill. Soon these friends were 
flooding Sacramento with 
tele­ 
grams. 
At noon the Lions Club voted 
to send a telegram to the Gover­ 
nor, and the message urging him 
to sign the bill was sent off im­ 
mediately. Also many residents 
of the village 
telegraphed 
the 
Governor yesterday after 
they 
had been notified by Crocker and 
others that the tramway bill was 
in real danger. 
Attorney 
Henry 
Lockwood, 
legal representative of the tram ­ 
way committee, is in Sacramento 
now endeavoring to save the bill; 
and Warren Pinney left Los An­ 
geles last night to join him in the 
fight to obtain its passage. 
Phillips Explains Bill 
State Senator John Phillips, au­ 
thor of the Palm Springs Winter 
Park authority bill for the con­ 
struction 
of 
the 
San 
Jacinto 
mountain cableway, will person­ 
ally explain the measure in an 
open meeting at the county court 
house 
in 
Riverside, 
Saturday 
morning. 
Supervisor E. C. Talbot, who is 
opposed to the bill, said that he 
has learned that Phillips will fly 
down from Sacramento to discuss 
the bill at the meeting, which will 
begin at 10 o’clock. 
The bill has passed both legis­ 
lative houses and awaits guberna­ 
torial action. Governor Olson has 
been urged by the board of super­ 
visors to veto the bill. 
It has been claimed by self-in- 
teTested enemies of the bill that 
the powers given to the winter 
park authority would be too vast, 
and would endanger the natural 
beauties of Mt. San Jacinto State 
park. These arguments, it is stat­ 
ed by authorities who have stud­ 
ied the bill, are of course ridicu-

Turonnet Continues 


Zoning Fight

In an air mail letter from Bahia 
Blanca, Argentina, dated April 25, 
Armand V. Turonnet of Palm 
Springs again petitioned the city 
council to zone the easterly 120 
feet of his Mérito Vista lots front­ 
ing on Palm Canyon Drive for 
business. These lots are across the 
street from the office 
building 
owned 
by 
Councilman 
Bacon 
Cliffton. 
In the letter to the council 
Turonnet said he had 
learned 
that several new buildings were 
under construction on the e a s t 
side of the street near his lots, 
thus making the westerly side of 
the street still less desirable for 
anything but business uses, 
he 
contended. (The new water com­ 
pany building and Henry Sim- 
sarian's building are what he re­ 
ferred to.) 
Wrote Turonnet, “I pray that 
you will see fit to grant this re­ 
quest so that I will be able to use 
my properties for a purpose that 
will warrant the high taxes I am 
paying on them.” 
Later he continued, “Hope to 
be back in Palm Springs around 
October 10. 
Regardless of deed 
restrictions 
and 
zoning 
ordin­ 
ances both my wife and I still 
think that Palm Springs is the 
best place to live.” 
Recently Turonnet won a fa­ 
vorable decision in Riverside Su­ 
perior Court in his suit against 
Mérito Vista Tract property own­ 
ers to have the non-business use 
clauses of the tract's building re­ 
strictions set aside on his lots. 
The 
case 
may 
be 
appealed. 
Turonnet now seeks to have his 
lots at the corner of Palm Canyon 
Drive and Mérito Place rezoned, 
placing them in a business instead 
of a residential zone.

Chamberlins Back 


Prominent 
village 
contractor 
Charley 
Chamberlin 
and 
Mrs. 
Chamberlin arrived back in Palm 
Springs Saturday of last 
week 
from a two and one-half months 
trip through the Old South, the 
Caribbean area and the east coast 
of South America. 
The 
Chamberlins 
left 
Palm 
Springs Feb. 21 
and 
motored 
through the South and down into 
Florida, negotiating the overseas 
highway to Key West. Returning 
to Mobile, Alabama, the villagers 
stored their car and boarded a 
freighter March 10, bound 
for 
Venezuela. 
Before heading for South Amer­ 
ica the freighter sailed west to 
the mouth of the Mississippi river 
and then up the river to New Or­ 
leans to take on freight. 
Highlights of the trip included 
a visit to the famous oil fields at 
Lake Maracaibo, Venezuela; ex­ 
cursions up the Surinam, Com- 
mivign and Cotticca rivers of 
Venezuela; 
a 
visit 
to 
Dutch 
Guiena and Port O’ Spain, Trini­ 
dad. 
They steamed up the Cotticca 
river some 120 miles into 
the 
tropical jungles to the aluminum 
mining town of Moengo, where 
their boat took on cargo. On this 
trip they saw numerous wild na­ 
tives clothed only in their “birth­ 
day suits,” or loin cloths at most. 
Maracaibo, 
Mr. 
ChambeTlin 
explains, was the scene of th e 
terrible oil fire in which some 
3,000 persons lost their lives a 
few years ago. When they enter­ 
ed this city, the Venezuelan au­ 
thorities 
took 
their 
passports 
away from them, Mr. Chamber­ 
lin states, and did not return them 
until they had been fingerprinted 
and their papers carefully check­ 
ed. 
In Paramaribo, Dutch Guiena, 
the Palm Springs couple saw a 
large German ship on its side in 
the harbor. It had been scuttled 
by its crew. They also saw other 
German ships that were scuttled 
only a few days later. 
Enjoyable also, according to Mr. 
Chamberlin, was a cruise along 
the coast of Jamaica, although 
they did not land on this famous 
Caribbean Island. 
Arriving back in Mobile, Mr. 
and Mrs. Chamberlin enjoyed an 
8,200 - mile 
automobile 
t r i p 
through the Southern states be­ 
fore returning to Palm Springs. 
This week Mr. Chamberlin was 
back on the job making up for 
lost time, but enjoying his trip all 
over again as he related his ex­ 
periences to his many friends. 


Lion Charles Burket reported 
that a study had been made and 
that it had been found approxi­ 
mately $1200 will cover the pro­ 
posed project. A large 1933 Lin­ 
coln sedan, locally owned 
a n d 
driven only 19,000 miles, is avail­ 
able at a nominal cost, it was re­ 
vealed. It has been found that 
this car is suitable for use in am­ 
bulance work, being large, heavy 
and easy riding, and that the car 
and purchase and installation of 
equipment will total only about 
$1200. This is said to be a very 
reasonable figure for an ambu­ 
lance. 
After it was voted to sponsor 
the purchase of an ambulance, 
President Merrill Crockett 
was 
instructed to appoint a commit­ 
tee to confer with the public safe­ 
ty committee of the city council 
to work out the details of pur­ 
chase and method of operation 
of the ambulance. 
Among 
the 
items that will be discussed with 
the city councilmen is the possi­ 
bility of stationing the ambulance 
at the fire hall, where experi­ 
enced drivers are always on duty 
and available to drive the ambu­ 
lance to the scene of an accident. 
Upon arrival of the ambulance 
at the scene of an accident, it 
would then depend upon the doc­ 
tor, police officer, fireman, 
or 
other person in charge on the 
scene to determine the dispensa­ 
tion of the case (where the in­ 
jured person is to be taken, etc.), 
it is said. 
News learned today makes it 
even more important and worth- 
white for villagers to dig down 
deep in their pockets to assist the 
Lions Club in buying the ambu­ 
lance for the community. 
The 
news is that right now a commit­ 
tee of the city council is working 
to establish a public health cen­ 
ter and first aid unit here. This 
committee will meet with local 
doctors within the next few days 
to work out the final details. 
Under 
consideration 
by 
the 
city council’s committee is a small 
first aid unit for emergency treat­ 
ment, to be maintained by the 
city. 
The proposed ambulance 
could transport accident and oth­ 
er emergency cases to this first 
aid station for emergency treat­ 
ment. In fact, the committee is

his proposed building, the struc­ 
ture will be too narrow . He also 
contends he 
should be granted 
the two-foot setback because of 
the fact th a t the building south of 
his lot housing 
a liquor w are­ 
house and 
form erly 
the Palm 
Springs M arket is set back only 
two feet from the Indian Avenue 
property line. 
The zoning board recently de­ 
nied the 
two-foot 
setback but 
compromised by 
granting 
him 
perm ission to set his building 10 
feet from the property line. 
This action was taken because 
at the present tim e the planning 
commission is m aking a study of 
the setback 
problem 
in Palm 
Springs and is considering chang­ 
ing the 20-foot setback require­ 
m ent all over tow n to 10 feet. 
However, Colburn feels that 
even a 10-foot 
setback 
would 
w ork a hardship on him because 
it would take eight feet out of 
his proposed building. 
The zoning board recom m end­ 
ed to the city council 
th a t Col­ 
burn be granted th e 10-foot set­ 
back, but w hen it m et W ednesday 
night of this week th e council re­ 
ferred th e m atter 
back 
to the 
zoning board and planning com­ 
mission for further consideration. 
Some m em bers of the 
council 
seemed to have th e opinion that 
enforcem ent 
of even 
a 10-foot 
setback, under th e circumstances, 
would w ork a genuine hardship 
on Colburn. The council will act 
on the m atter at a future date.

Lions Club Serves 


3105 Bottles Milk 
The “milk fund” committee of 
the Palm Springs Lions Club has 
served 3,105 bottles of milk so 
far this season to undernourished 
children in the local elementary 
schools, Chairman George T. Oli­ 
ver announced Monday of this 
week. During the season, the 25 
children receiving milk each 
school day enjoyed substantial 
gains in weight running from one 
to eight pounds each, and only 
one pupil failed to gain. 
The Lions “milk fund” com­ 
mittee was set up the first part 
of last season when the county 
board of supervisors quit provid­ 
ing milk for local underprivileged 
children. The club also supplied 
the much needed supplement to 
the growing children’s diet all 
last season. Only those children 
are served free milk who are un­ 
derweight and are unable to pur­ 
chase it. 
It costs the Lions Club on the 
average $25 per month to keep 25 
children on the milk diet. Most 
of this money is raised by George 
Oliver and his committee by ob­ 
taining donations from villagers 
and winter residents. When in­ 
terviewed Monday concerning the 
work of his committee, Mr. Oli­ 
ver asked this reporter to public­ 
ly thank all those generous in­ 
dividuals whose 
contributions 
have make this milk possible. 
Tuanks to them, he continued, the 
committee still has enough in the 
treasury to continue serving the 
needy children for the balance of 
the year.

Has the Flavor! 


Specifically, the land barony 
here referred to is Culver Nichols, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, who at the present 
time has more than 60 acres un­ 
der cultivation in the northeast 
part of the city. Nichols’ land is 
being farmed on a “share crop­ 
ping” basis, he furnishing th e 
land and irrigation water a n d 
another party doing the rest. 
Now being cultivated by Nich­ 
ols and his associate are 20 acres 
of sweet potatoes, 10 acres of to­ 
matoes, com, cantaloupes a n d 
other vegetables. Greatest advan­ 
tage of Palm Springs grown vege­ 
tables is the fact that they reach 
the market very early in the sea­ 
son, well in advance of most oth­ 
er California produce. 
The sandy soil and warm win­ 
ter sunshine here are ideal for 
the growing of vegetables, ac­ 
cording to Nichols. It is necessary 
to fertilize, he said, but no more 
so than elsewhere in the state. 
The absence of frost is also a 
great advantage to the grower of 
winter vegetables here. 
Tomatoes and 
other early 
spring crops are planted in the 
fall and thus start bearing in May 
instead of in late summer as in 
other parts of the nation. Last 
season a part of his crops were 
destroyed by frost, but that was 
unusual, Mr. Nichol asserts. • 
In addition to his commercial 
crops, Nichols grows carrots, rad­ 
ishes and other vegetables in his 
yard for home use. 
Farming was much more com­ 
mon in Palm Springs years ago. 
There were several grapefruit or­ 
chards. A large olive grove, no 
longer cultivated, is still alive and 
growing on East Tamarisk Road. 
Orchard Camp on South P a l m 
Canyon Drive is located in what 
was once an apricot orchard be­ 
longing to Indians. In the early 
days, figs, in addition to aspara­ 
gus and other vegetables, were 
grown here. 
Nichols and his associate expect 
to do well on their farming ven­ 
ture this year. 
Another Palm Springs dirt 
farmer is Philip L. Boyd, mayor 
of this city. 
For years Mayor 
Boyd has shipped many tons of 
produce yearly to the Los An­ 
geles market from his Red Roof 
Ranch east of Cathedral City. 
Raymond Cree, prominent local 
real estate broker, also has a 
ranch just east of Palm Springs 
on which he grows dates, grape­ 
fruit and raises horses. 


Ad to Safeguard 


Arenas Rd. Traffic 
At its meeting Wednesday night 
of this week the Palm Springs 
City Council acted to alleviate 
the traffic hazard at the corner of 
Arenas Road and Belardo Road 
by passing Ordinance No. 99. 
This new legislation amends 
Traffic Ordinance No. 36 in estab­ 
lishing Arenas Road at its inter­ 
section with Belardo Road as a 
through street. Declaring Arenas 
Road at Belardo a through or 
major street makes it lawful for 
the city to place boulevard stop 
signs on Belardo at this intersec­ 
tion. The signs have already 
been placed. 
Only “no” vote was recorded by 
Councilman Frank Shannon. In 
explaining his reasons for voting 
against the measure Mr. Shannon 
declared that only the southeast 
corner of the intersection is blind, 
due to the high wall around the 
grounds of C. A. Taucher’s Hotel 
W inter Garden. He asserted that 
otherwise visibility is satisfactory 
at the intersection. 
Councilman Shannon pointed 
out the intersection is in an im­ 
portant apartm ent and court area 
and held that the screeching of 
brakes late at night and in the 
early morning caused by the 
placement of stop signs on the 
corner, would create a nuisance 
to sleeping guests in the various 
courts of the district. 
Shannon suggested that the 
council discuss the problem with 
Mr. Taucher and that he be re­ 
quested to lower his wall suffici­ 
ently to make the intersection 
safe and thus eliminate the need 
for stop signs. Councilman Ray­ 
mond Sorum was inclined to 
agree with Shannon, but said he 
believed stop signs are necessary 
until such time as the wall and 
visibility problem have been 
worked out satisfactorily. 


TOM LIPPS ENTHUSIASTIC 
OVER FLA. BEAUTIFICATION 
Filled with enthusiasm over 
what St. Augustine, Florida, is 
doing to beautify itself, Tom 
Lipps, owner of Palm Springs’ 
well-known Del Tahquitz Hotel, 
returned April 29 from a trip of 
several weeks duration which 
took him to Washington, D. C., 
New York City and Florida. He 
made the trip by train. 
Lipps reports that the Florida 
resort community of St. Augus­ 
tine has decided upon a general

Although the dining room is al­ 
ready closed, the Del Tahquitz 
will not entirely close for the 
season until about June 1, Lipps 
states. After that Mr. and Mrs. 
Lipps will spend at least a part 
of the summer in Los Angeles.
